Can WE Expect A REvIvAL? 


There was once a man who believed a revival was 
needed. ‘He stood high in the court of the greatest 
empire of his day, Persia. He was a Hebrew, and

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captivity in great affliction and reproach. He believed 
in God, and he loved his people. The story ot what 
followed is told in the Book of Nehemiah. Nehemiah, 
cupbearer to King Artaxerxes, was the man who dared 
to hope for a revival. Nothing could have seemed 
less likely just then. But it came, in the face of 
deadness, discouragement, and attacks of the most 
determined and desperate sort. 

If there was to be a spiritual revival of God’s 
people Israel, there must be a revival of wall-building 
also, so that Jerusalem might be honorable instead 
of a public dishonor in the land. Nehemiah was both 
spiritual and practical — neither of these can really 
exist without the other. After he had secured the 
royal authority for his work in Jerusalem, and sys- 
tematic plans for rebuilding the wall of the Holy 
City had begun, an enemy made an attack upon the 
movement. Sanballat, an influential Samaritan, 
prompted perhaps by political motives, ridiculed Ne- 
hemiah and his fellow-workers. “What do these 
feeble Jews?” he exclaimed. “Will they sacrifice? 
Will they make an end in a day? Will they revive 
the stones out of the heaps of the rubbish which are 
burned?” Another enemy allied with Sanballat pre- 
dicted with sarcasm: “Even that which* they build, 
if a fox go up, he shall even break down their stone 
wall.” 

But Nehemiah’s work went straight forward; the 
walls of Jerusalem were rebuilt; and one of the 
great revivals of history followed as God’s people 
turned to the reading of his Word and the doing of 
his will. 

Here is a lesson in revival that God’s people need 
to take to heart today, when revival is sorely needed 
again. Revivals usually come to pass in the face 
of intense opposition, and in times of great darkness 
and declension. No intelligent observer can doubt 
that we are in such times today. Determined attacks 
are being made on the Word of God and the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ and the true Christian faith. Immor- 
ality is on every hand. Open atheism flourishes. 
Materialism grips the hearts of men. All these con- 
ditions make a call to revival. 

Nehemiah’s first move toward revival was signifi- 
cant. When he learned of the dire distress of the 
people of Jerusalem, he said: “I sat down and wept, 
and mourned certain days, and fasted, and prayed 
before the God of heaven.” 

His very prayer was the sure pathway to revival. 
It began with worship of God “that keepeth covenant 
and mercy for them that love him and observe his 
commandments”; and at once it went on to confession 
of sin. Then Nehemiah boldly reminded God of the 
divine promise to forgive and to restore if confession 
was made. God heard and honored that prayer. 

Revival has never come in any other way; but it 
has come, over and over again in times of darkness 
and need, in just that way. There is a passage of 
Scripture that may well be used in prayer for re- 
vival today: “When the enemy shall come in like 
a flood, the Spirit of the Lord shall lift up a standard 
against him.” 

The enemy is coming in like a flood today, not 
only in Soviet Russia, not only in war-torn China, 
but also in every favored land where Christianity is 
a glorious reality—and where also the working of 
the powers of evil is a dread reality. 

Not only are there plenty of dark signs that a 
revival is needed: there are also many bright signs 
of its coming. For almost a score of years many 
individuals and groups of Christian people have been 
praying persistently for revival. The Great Com- 
mission Prayer League of Chicago has been used of 
God to stir up people to prevailing prayer. At its 
world-wide call many Watch-Night meetings of prayer 
for revival were held as the old year died and the 
new year was born. Those who are in touch with 
the prayer life of the Church are continually receiving 
news of intense, persistent prayer in Europe, in Asia, 
in Canada and the United States, in South America, 
in Africa, that God’s people are pleading for a Heaven- 
born, Heaven-sent revival. 

In parts of the world where, humanly speaking, 
there is reason for the greatest discouragement, there 
are also brightest signs of coming revival. Russia is 
one of these parts.. In spite of —or shall we say 
because of ? —the devilish and official activity against 
all true religious life, and indeed against God him- 
self and his only Son, heart-hungry people are turning 
to God in their tragic need and are finding salvation 
through Christ as Saviour. Revivals have broken 
out in various parts of China since —and because of 
—the political turmoil and tragedy of that land. The 
Jews everywhere are showing a readiness to consider 
the Messianic claims of Christ such as they have 
never manifested since they cried out to Pilate, “Cru- 
cify him.” 

_ The distribution of the life-giving Word of God 
1S going on in a way known to no other literature. 
China was sown with a million Testaments not long 
ago, and now the Million Testaments Campaign for 
Latin-American Lands is under way. The various 
Bible societies in a recent twelve months circulated 
36,500,000 copies of the Scriptures, which means an 
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average of about 70 per minute night and day. The 
Canadian Sunday School Mission, of Winnipeg, is 
doing a revival work by its campaign for the chil- 
dren, as is the Canadian Christian Crusade in meeting 
the attacks of atheism. 

Yes, we can expect a revival. But our expectation 
must be from God: only he can send it. 
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Should We Pray for Peace? 


I continue to thank the Lord for the faithful 
ministry you are holding forth these dark days. 
The short editorials on the front page have so often 
come at just the time to meet an especial need in 
my life and have been thereby a true example of 
the “foot-washing” commanded in John 13: 14. 


In the issue of February 8 your editorial on 
prayer and peace contains, however, a_ point about 
which I am wondering. You state very definitely that 
the national attempts to bring peace are not in 
accordance with God’s will; to ga farther, when an 
unbeliever seeks peace other than that “peace through 
the blood of the cross,” does it raise him .in God’s 
estimation ? 


If a group of met: should decide to reject God’s 
natural sunshine and meet to try to invent a substi- 
tute, would prayers in behalf of their efforts be 
commendable? Is not God’s true peace just as free 
as the sunshine or the air we breathe? ; 

I may fail to grasp the situation, but it seems to 
me that the Holy Spirit is calling the true Church 
to a very different work than that of praying for 
the success of such movements. 


_ I trust that you will receive this little statement 
of my impressions with the same feeling of love and 
fellowship in which I am sure it is given—A Wash- 
ington reader. 








It is true that man-made plans can never bring 
permanent peace to the world. Only the Lord Jesus 
Christ himself, the Prince of Peace, can do that, when 
he returns to reign over the world in righteousness. 
THE Sunpay Scuoo. Times has emphasized this 
Scriptural truth repeatedly, as this reader and others 
have noted. But the Times believes also, as it‘ said 
in its editorial in the issue of February 8, ‘‘As lovers 
of peace, God’s people welcome every true move for 
the averting of war, and the increase of goodwill in- 
stead of the hatred of other nations.” Following this 
statement the Times said: “But those who read and 
believe the Scriptures know also. that, because of the 
conditions of the heart of mankind in general, which 
is enmity against God and his only blood-bought way 
of peace, men can never achieve universal peace.” 

At the same time, it is a Christian duty to pray for 
peace. In an earlier editorial (October 26, 1929) 
discussing the question “When Will Wars Stop?” the 
Times made the following statement, while calling 
attention to the Scriptural truth that “sin is the root 
of war; and only God can deal with sin.” 


But should we not be thankful for the intense 
interest in bringing in an era of peace that is mani- 
fested by the nations today? Should we not welcome 
the fact that fifty-six nations have signed the Paris 
Peace Pact declaring that war shall not be used as 
an instrument of national policy? Certainly we 
should be thankful for all this. For every move of 
men and nations to avert war and preserve peace let 
us thank God. As citizens of any country Chris- 
tian people should do al! in their power to create an 
atmosphere of peace, not war; love, not hate; under- 
standing, not misunderstanding. Above all, they 
should obey God’s Word and lift up “supplications, 
prayers, intercessions, and giving of thanks, ... for 
kings, and for all that are in authority; that we may 
lead a quiet and peaceable life in all godliness and 
honesty” (1 Tim. 2:1, 2). From the time of Joseph 
in Egypt, and Daniel in Babylon, down through the 
ages to the present day, God’s people and their influence 
and prayers have been mighty factors in shaping 
national policies and in bringing temporal as well as 
spiritual blessings among men. 


The illustration of rejecting God’s natural sunshine 
and trying to invent a substitute would not seem to 
be quite parallel. Men never can bring to pass uni- 
versal and perpetual peace by any human treaties or 
covenants. But two or more nations can refrain from 
going to war, and the Scripture passage quoted in I 
Timothy shows that the Church may Scripturally pray 
for the preventing of such wars as can be prevented. 
But while praying in such matters as this, the great 
intercessory work of the true Church is, as this reader 
points out, something quite different from prayer in 
behalf of the peace movements of men: it should be 
that the Gospel of peace through the shed blood of 
the Son of God may be carried, in the power of the 
Holy Spirit, to every unsaved soul on earth, and that 


the Church of Christ may be revived —cleansed and - 


filled with the Holy Spirit. Then indeed “the peace 
of God, which passeth all understanding,” will be the 
priceless possession of countless true believers even 
while nations may be at war.

Atheism’s Grip on American Youth

was made for a charter to establish an incorporated 

society to combat religion and demonstrate that be- 
lief in God is belief in the non-existent. The applica- 
tion was refused and immediately put in again. Two 
New York judges refused it, but the organizers gath- 
ered round them names of power and influence, and 
on November 21 it was approved by a Supreme Court 
Justice in New York, and the first organized body in 
the world outside Russia to spread the doctrine of 
atheism came into being, and registered its name as 
the American Association for the Advancement of 
Atheism, Inc. 

Since that time it has persistently pushed forward 
its activities, sometimes openly, more often secretly, 
into homes, colleges, and schools with an objective 
‘of world-wide atheism. 

In this connection it must be remembered that the 
promoters of atheism include in their membership those 
who doubt the existence of God; also those who 
doubt our particular Christian God. 

They quote as their authority for this inclusion of 
agnostics, Robert G. Ingersoll’s statement : 

“The agnostic is an atheist” — and also boldly claim 
all evolutionists, saying, “Evolution disproves the 
Bible” > 
’ Indeed the arms of atheism are open wide to take 
in all followers of liberal thought the world over — 
‘they trust that once in the fold of unbelief, complete 
capitulation may be brought about. Hear their own 
‘declaration: 

“The time for doubt and dodging is past. There 
is no excuse for calling oneself a Modernist, Uni- 
tarian, rationalist, freethinker, or agnostic. Atheist 
is the honest and honorable title. 

“There are those who almost worship Ingersoll, 
Paine, and Voltaire, but shrink from carrying on 
their work. They prefer peace to progress. These 
‘respectables’ don’t belong in the 4-A. They should 
join a church. It is shameful to respect religion, for 
it was founded on lies and is maintained by lies.” 


Good Soil for Propaganda 


Whether the Christian public know it or not, there 
‘is a tremendous propaganda and activity going on 
‘silently and ever more successfully, in every depart- 
‘ment of the world’s work and worship, to dethrone 
the Son of God from the hearts of young and old 
‘alike. But it is on the youth of the world their hope 
‘is centered, and in devious ways and under many dis- 
‘guises the morale of law-abiding Christianity is be- 
ing broken down and an era of lawlessness, defiance 
to parents, and abandonment, becoming increasingly 
popular. 

' The following extract is taken from one of the 
atheist papers: 

“The revolt of modern youth, which so alarms the 
orthodox, makes easier the formation of antireligious 
‘groups in high schools and colleges. With the elimi- 
nation of religious instruction and the introduction of 
‘the teaching of modern science, particularly evolution, 
‘one may with truth say that the schools in their 
courses fight for atheism. Most of these groups are, 
for obvious reasons, secret. Whether open or secret, 
their titles vary from ‘Truth Seekers’ and ‘Liberal 
Club’ to ‘Damned Souls’ and ‘Society of the Godless,’ 
and perhaps at the extreme, that of a recent branch in 
California high school, ‘The Hedonic Host of Hell- 
Bent Heathens.’ This branch had, at last report, 
thirty-five members out of three hundred students, 
and with systematic proselytizing hoped to have a 
hundred by the end of the school year. The leader 
‘is an enthusiastic young genius, until recently very 
‘active in the church.” — 

A young friend of my own recently told me that 
she had lost her “first love” through church connec- 
tions leading her out into social activities that were 
of the world. Atheists laugh at our inconsistencies, 
-our compromises. They claim that we fear to take 
our Leader’s commands and follow them, that there 
“is as Christian cross in the life of the Christian world 
today. 

Further on in the same report, the atheist society 
makes an appeal to the young people in high schools 
and: colleges, as well as preparatory schools, saying 
that there are atheist societies, which though not 
organized by the 4-A were the result of its activity, 
and asking these societies which “are numerous” to 
affiliate with the main society, that the latter may 
render “proper aid.” 

One thing may safely be said, and that is that they 
‘tush to each other’s help in no uncertain manner. 
When one of their members was recently prosecuted 
for blasphemy, they telegraphed her an offer of im- 
‘mediate support and help.

“Please try to do something to help my son re- 
turn to the faith, but do not let him know I have 
written.” “You say in your circular you will help 
if we write ... I want help for my brother... 
once a Christian, now scofting at God.” ‘ Your 
articles in The Sunday School Times have aroused 
me to warn my people against the inroads of 
atheism.” These are typical sentences from letters 
written to Mrs. Howe. Many Christians have no 
conception of the blasphemy and aggressivenes of 
atheist propaganda. In this series of articles, five of 
which have already appeared, with more to come, 
Mrs. Howe is giving Times readers a startling 
glimpse of its terrible charatter, and calling upon 
them to guard against it in school, church, and 
home. 








Atheistic literature teems with such appeals as: 
“Arise, ye prisoners of the priest.” “Strike down 
the god — superstition.” “The hour to overthrow the 
church has come.” “Be men—prepare for the on- 
coming religious revolution.” 

In the days of “old-fashioned belief” fathers and 
mothers might retire into the seclusion and sanctity 
of home life, with their growing sons and daughters, 
building them up round the family altar, in the Scrip- 
ture that “cannot be broken.” But where is the home 
life of today’s flats, and incessant rush hither and 
thither ? 

Even when the family altar is still upheld, we 
have an increasing number of instances such as the 
following letter (sent us recently) : * 

“We denied ourselves to send our boys to college, 
little dreaming what the result would be. We have 
always had the family altar in our home, and it nearly 
broke our hearts the other day when our elder boy 
laughed at our ‘family altar’ calling God’s holy Word 
‘twaddle.’ ” 

What does the word social include, in these days 
of abandonment in dance, card room, and theater? 
The statement thrown out by atheism that “only the 
unsocial is immoral” goes unchallenged. 

University youth should be placed on its guard 
against the misleading ideology of radicalism. It 
should know the truth and not the appearance by 
which it allows itself to be won over, clothed in the 
form of generous and so-called new ideas. 

Irrefutable statements reach us that “the staffs of 
the public education services in many countries are 
seriously corrupted by the agents and theories of Mos- 
cow.” 

- The Youth Movement is atheistic and immoral. 
Every encouragement is given to open defiance of 
pastors and Christian leaders —in dress, conversation, 
and general practice. 

There is an increasing program of activity to break 
down the morale of the susceptible youth of every 
country. The leaders preach the doing away with 
Christian morality —it is a stumbling block in their 
program of lawlessness. Their teachings are camou- 
flaged under high-sounding titles of advance and en- 
lightenment to attract the more refined, openly blatant 
and vulgar as they reach the coarser and un-Christian 
man and woman, boy and girl. 


The Revolt against Marriage 


The advocates of this program say that in place of 
Christian morality shall be natural morality (whatever 
that may stand for), equal rights, and impartial lib- 
erty. “Marriage,” they say, “is an antiquated institu- 
tion and should be abolished. We must get rid of the 
idea that marriage has anything to do with religion. 
Of course there are pagan rites hanging to it like 
mistletoe to a dead tree, but the church grabbed mar- 
riage and for centuries had a throttle hold on it. 
Now, thank goodness, we’re beginning to tear its 
fingers off. Marriage is no longer a chain, the out- 
worn family is breaking, the old type of family has 
seen its day. -It had no logic, and it had not anything 
to do with morality.” 

Were these the futile vaporings of a few misanthro- 
pists the public could afford to ignore them, secure in 
its program of right living and Christian rule. But 
when such statements are endorsed by hundreds of 
thousands of young people, and not only endorsed but 
the program acted upon (with results that herald 
tragedy far and wide as reported in our daily papers 
each week), it is time to awake to the fact that the 
Enemy means business. 

A leader speaking before an Ethical Culture School 
on the Youth Movement said that it is apparent one 
of the revolts of youth was in the matter of marriage 
ceremonies; that a continuance of the marital rela- 
tion when two people were no longer congenial was

prostitution; that the Youth Movement exponents be- 
lieve that if a man married at twenty and found his 
ideals had changed at forty there was no reason why 
he should not take another wife. 

The Youth Movement promotes rebellion against 
social laws, parental restraint, and home discipline. 
The hope of the atheists is the youth. Borrowing from 
another source they say, “Give us a child for eight 
years, . d it will be an atheist forever.” They are 
building on the years just ahead to turn this world 
upside down by a nation of carefully trained, de- 
fiant, law-breaking, antichristian young men and wo- 
men, educated to fight against our God and against 
his Christ. 

Slowly and surely, one by one, members of the 
Youth Movement are being placed in other movements 
with the object of winning recruits to the atheistic 
program. . Printed statements show their intention of 
making ‘every attempt to reach as large a section of 
the present members in the Boy and Girl Scout organ- 
izations as possible. 

Do you think this propaganda is carried on openly? 
It is not a propaganda of light —darkness and secrecy 
are more to the purpose, until such time as it is safe 
to come out into the open with increased numbers 
of adherents. 

Modern radicalism includes in its program abolition 
of government, patriotism, private property, rights of 
inheritance, religion, and family relations. Surely to 
the most casual reader it is apparent that such prin- 
ciples can only become general among atheized youth, 
educated to discard the principles of the Christianity 
that has raised the status of womanhood, emphasized 
po sanctity of the home, and demanded subjection to 
rulers. 

Debates on companionate marriage have been held 
in many large cities and have been attended by thou- 
sands of young people. At such debates the speaker 
upholding companionate marriage has been encouraged 
with thunderous applause. 


The “Impeccable Conduct” of Active Atheists 


I have spoken of the Junior Atheist League in an- 
other article of this series. The former Secretary, 
a brilliant young woman of exceptional executive 
ability, has now relinquished her post to link up with 
the Anti-Bible Society. She says, “I have read enough 
of the Bible to feel that it is false, and I want to 
enlighten other people.” She also is reported as hav- 
ing told a reporter that much of her work was carried 
on secretly in the high schools and colleges, in order 
to avoid interference from educational authorities. 

A weekly publication with a national circulation 
boldly advocates the following departure from decency 
and morals (it is only possible to give it in part, as 
much is unprintable): “The liberation of marriage 
(and especially divorce) from the present church and 
State tyranny.” 

In another issue of the same publication we read: 

“If we \ ere among those who are worried by the 
lax. conduct of the younger generation we should wel- 
come the entry of the atheists into the missionary 
field, and our only fear would be that the movement 
would not spread very widely for the simple reason 
that the impeccable conduc: and the proselytizing zeal 
expected of an active member of any atheistical society 
are too nearly indistinguishable from those required 
by the Y. M. C. A., the Baptist Young People’s Union, 
and the Epworth League, to appeal to very many 
who have not already joined one or more of those 
organizations. Most of the frivolous young who are 
bored with talk about God will be equally bored by 
talk about his non-existence, and those who prefer jazz 
to the hymn book are not very likely to break off a 
fox trot in order to consider the errors of Moses. 
But wherever the Anti-Bible Society does find a foot- 
hold, wherever it can gather together a group of 
young people dedicated to the spread of unbelief, we 
predict, will be found a sober and harmless group.” 

On all sides we see the fruit of this seed sowing of 
liberal propaganda. We hear the cry of despair from 
broken-hearted mothers and fathers, whose eyes were 
not opened until too late, and so we are compelled to 
warn, and beg others to warn, men and women every- 
where to inquire whether these things are so, or not. 

In some rural districts, protected, prosperous, there 
are those who say such statements can only apply to 
a very small portion of the world —not theirs, at any 
rate. And then, later, some young man will return 
home from college laughing at the “old-fashioned” 
religion of his father and mother; some young woman 
will divorce her boy husband, and there is immediate 
outcry against those who have not warned the young 
people of the breakers ahead!

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A Year of Answered Prayer in Belgium 


New funds, buildings, workers, and open doors 
for the Belgian Gospel Mission

“Praise the Lord, call upon his 
name, declare his doings among the 
people” (Isa, 12: 4). 


T WAS the second week of Feb- 
| ruary of this year. Our deputa- 

tion tour in America, which began 
the first day of January, was well 
under way, when after some weeks 
of work in the East and Mid-West, 
our faces were turned toward the 
Pacific Coast. Train reservations 
had been made, and the program of 
engagements arranged at the Cali- 
fornia end, and in two days’ time 
we were to set forth. Meantime a 
letter from an Eastern friend had 
been received, in which he announced 
a prolonged absence from the coun- 


try. This letter with its disturbing - 


news sent my husband to his knees, 
and as soon as he had the mind of 
the Lord, the decision was an- 
nounced; he must return a_thou- 
sand miles to the East to see this 
friend, before his departure, leav- 
ing me to journey westward alone 
to take the first week’s engagements 
there. As we shall see, much hung 
upon that decision, made in solitude, 
with only the directing, approving 
voice of the Lord making itself heard. 
In the aftermath of many such de> 
cisions, how often have we said‘ to 
each other, “What a tragedy had we 
allowed the natural reluctance and 
disobedience of our hearts to deter 
us from this venture of faith.” 

What happened after this resolu- 
tion was made is but the marvelous 
answer to prayers offered throughout 
the year by many of the Mission’s 
intercessors. At intervals during the 
past year, prayer was requested on 
behalf of the two great Expositions 
to be held simultaneously at Liége 
and Antwerp, from April to October 
of 1930, in commemoration of Bel- 
gium’s Centenary of political inde- 
pendence. It was the opportunity 
presented by these Expositions that 
drove my husband to such importu- 
nate prayer. We have sensed for 
months, yes, years, the possibility of 
a great campaign of evangelization 
at these two centers at this time, and 
have latterly been seeking for means 
to realize this. great objective. No 
money could be taken from the gen- 
eral fund, or from that devoted to 
buildings, so we must look to the 
Lord for help elsewhere. This lead- 
ing of my husband was the first 
link in the chain of divine answer. 
As his train bore him eastward, 
while I journeyed westward, the 
tempter gave him some very uncom- 
fortable and agonizing hours. “What 
a changeabout you are, not knowing 
your own mind. What will this 
friend to whom you are going think 
of your action?” and the like. What 
an insulting challenge was that to 
the command of the Lord which had 
been obeyed, and the tempted soul 
could only stay itself upon the word 
of command so clearly given and 
await quietly the outcome. Mean- 
while, the heart of this friend had 
been prepared by the Lord, and after 
mv husband’s arrival at his destina- 
tion, in the short interview which 
took place, this man of God was also 
gripped by the vision of the great 
opportunity presented by these Expo- 
sitions, even as we ourselves had 
been, and after prayer together, his 
parting assurance was this, “I will 
send to Belgium direct a check for 
this special object,” and he named the 
sum of $6,500. This truly was a glo- 
rious response to our prayers, but 
as we look farther along the way, 
the wonder grows.

Over in Belgium at this time, Mr. 
Winston and Mr. Vansteenberghe 
had also been much exercised over 
the ‘nearness of the Expositions’ 
opening and our lack of preparedness 
for them. Without knowing of any 
special appropriation toward the 
financing of this venture, they set 
about by faith to look for a suitable 
base of operations at Liége. A com- 
mittee of three was first appointed 
to centralize all information and to 
interview influential men that might 
help to open the doors of the Expo- 
sition grounds to us. Of course, we 
have realized that in a Catholic 
country like Belgium the task would 
be very difficult, and as a matter of 
fact, the efforts of the committee 
failed completely. God had another 
plan and a simpler one. 

On the 25th of February, Mr. 
Vansteenberghe and Mr. Schmid 
went to Liége to make one final ef- 
fort. Before leaving Brussels they 
prayed earnestly for the success of 
their journey. At Liége they soon 
found themselves in the presence of 
the Secretary of the Exposition, who 
told them they might be able to se- 
cure a little stand in the park outside 
the Exposition grounds, but that to 
have a stand in the grounds proper 
they must apply to a certain Mr. 
Stiels; who had charge of the whole 
section devoted to the paper and book 
industry. However, they learned 
that this gentleman was out of town, 
and both our friends felt that to pur- 
sue the matter further was all but 
useless, as it seemed almost unthink- 
able that we should be permitted a 
stand right in the grounds from 
which to distribute Protestant liter- 
ature. However, there was still an- 
other man mentioned who might be 
able to aid with the project, so in 
the afternoon Mr. Vansteenberghe 
went to see him by appointment. 
Wherr he explained to this gentle- 
man what we desired, the response 
was so immediate and so remark- 
able, that he felt his own sense of 
hearing must suddenly have gone 
astray. For this is what he heard: 
“Yes, you can have a stand in the 
special building devoted to the book 
and paper industry. I still have two 
stands available. Yes, you can sell 
any books and distribute any litera- 
ture you wish.” Then, to crown Mr. 
Vansteenberghe’s astonishment, he 
added, “I myself have three presses 
in that building, and I wonder if 
you could use one of them upon 
which to print your literature.” 
Quick as lightning came the thought 
to Mr. Vansteenberghe, that we 
could use that press for the printing 
of our Gospels for distribution to 
the visitors to the Exposition, and 
when the subject was broached, the 
man was wholly agreeable. Together 
they worked out the estimate. The 
press could turn out 25,000 Gospels 
a week, 600,000 for the whole time 
of the Exposition, and the cost would 
be 200,000 francs. The renting of 
the stand would be about an addi- 
tional 30,000 francs, making an ap- 
proximate total of 230,000 francs. 
Furthermore, there would be allotted 
to our workers a space close to the 
letter press from which to distribute 
the literature to the people “red- 
hot,” as Mr. Schmid expressed it. 

This was Tuesday. On Thurs- 
day of the same week, Mr. Van- 
steenberghe and Mr. Schmid entered 
the office of Mr. Winston, at head- 
quarters, to tell him the good news. 
They were met with a smile. “And 
here is the money he said, showing 
them a newly arrived letter with 
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Lesson for June 1 


the check enclosed —almost exactly the amount re- 
quired when the check is changed into Belgian francs; 
but, as one of the number remarked, “It would have 
been impossible for the Lord to fail.” : 

Not only the “ways” of God are perfect, but his 
“times” also. We have since learned that there re- 
mained only those two stands unoccupied; if they had 
not been secured that very week, we should have 
lost our only chance of admittance to the grounds. 

Also, at Antwerp, we have been able to secure a 
stand from which to sell literature. We are planning 
to issue a special Gospel with attractive cover, bear- 
ing the inscription, “Souvenir of the Centenary of 
Belgium’s Independence.” We hope to enlist our 
young people from the different posts to aid in the 
distribution. 

In the special distribution of literature that we plan 
to make at* this time, apart from Liége, we have had 
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the great joy of welcoming to our number, as pastor 
of the church at Huy, Mr. Leon Chatelain, who with 
his family came to us from Switzerland. 

Our. year’s distribution of Gospel literature is also 
the subject for thanksgiving; it is as follows: 

1,282 Bibles, 
15,882 Testaments, 

250,209 Gospels, Epistles, and Scripture portions, 

883,117 Booklets, cards, tracts, and papers, 
making a total of 1,150,490 pieces of Gospel literature. 

In one two-weeks’ tour with our Gospel car, 54 
meetings were held and over 22,000 pieces of litera- 
ture were sold or given away. 

During 1929 many other prayers were marvelously 
answered, among them prayer for physical restoration 
for some among us who were ill, and prayer for the 
replacing of our Flemish Gospel car, destroyed by fire 
in the fall of 1929. This latter gift, in March of this

substantial pecuniary aid from the Scripture Gift 
Mission, of London, which we hereby gratefully ac- 
knowledge. 

Much space has been given to this most notable 
answer to prayer, so we must enumerate briefly other 
of the great and manifold mercies of the year 1929 
and opening months of 1930. 

What shall we say of the great tide of blessing that 
swept over the two Deeper Life Conferences, which 
convened simultaneously at Brussels and Ghent, early 
in November? Crowds taxed our halls to the utmost, 
scores of Hives were transformed, and at Ghent, where 
a more commodious hall had to be secured, the Spirit 
of God moved so mightily at times upon the assembly 
that speakers had to abandon their messages, while the 
Spirit alone dealt with the hearts of the hearers. All 
over the room prayers and sobs were mingled, while 
confession and reconsecration were everywhere audibly 
voiced. 

During 1929, prayer was offered for several build- 
ings urgently needed. The answer came in special 
gifts enabling us to purchase at the posts of Liége, 
Stockay, and Moerbeke. During this year also. we 
had the joy of dedicating four new. halls, namely, at 
Ath, Miecret, Willebroeck, and ‘Huy. We had also 


year, will enable us to replace this very valuable means 
of evangelization. . 

Prayer was also remarkably answered in our being 
enabled to secure a suitable hall at a reasonable rental 
for the Flemish meeting at Brussels, after we had 
been compelled to leave the old one at the expiration 
of our six years’ lease. 

How blessedly also have we seen seeming defeats 
changed into victory, as at Lokeren, where we lost 
,our beautiful new building by fire! God’s answer to this 
attack of Satan has been evidenced in an increased 
interest in the work on the part of outsiders, a de- 
crease of opposition, a spiritual awakening among the 
members, and a doubled attendance at the meetings. 
Now the walls of a new building are going up. The 
members at the different posts subscribed over 15,000 
francs ($450) toward the personal loss suffered by 
our friends, the Ferdinands, in charge of the post. 

In the Mission the giving on the part of the Bel- 
gians themselves has doubled this year, which is cause 
for thanksgiving. From every post, during the year 
1929, have come tidings of conversion and of deepen- 
ing life on the part of Christians. For all these and 
countless other blessings “may Jesus Christ be praised.”

Where Fundamentalists will gather on the 1900th anniversary of Pentecost

HE Thirteenth Annual Convention of The 

World’s Christian Fundamentals Association 

will be held at Los Angeles and will begin Sun- 
day, June 8, and continue until the following Sunday, 
June 15. Mass meetings will be held in the Bible 
Institute auditorium on both Sunday afternoons at 
three o’clock, and three sessions will be held every 
day in the same auditorium from Monday: until Sat- 
urday. The morning sessions will be held from ten 
to twelve, afternoon sessions from two to four, and 
the evening sessions from seven-thirty to nine-fifteen. 

One hour will be set aside every day for prayer. 
This hour of intercession will be from 9 to 10 A. M. 
It is hoped that this same hour may be a prayer hour 
in every part of the world among Fundamentalists 
during the Convention week. In this way friends who 
find it impossible to attend the Convention can join 
in the prayer fellowship. May this hour be dedicated 
to intercession for a revival in the body of Christ 
throughout the world. 

A “Surprise Hour” will be held every afternoon 
from two to three.

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| A Year of Answered Prayer in Belgium 


New funds, buildings, workers, and open doors 
for the Belgian Gospel Mission

“Praise the Lord, call upon his 
name, declare his doings among the 
people” (Isa, 12: 4). 


T WAS the second week of Feb- 
| ruary of this year. Our deputa- 

tion tour in America, which began 
the first day of January, was well 
under way, when after some weeks 
of work in the East and Mid-West, 
our faces were turned toward the 
Pacific Coast. Train reservations 
had been made, and the program of 
engagements arranged at the Cali- 
fornia end, and in two days’ time 
we were to set forth. Meantime a 
letter from an Eastern friend had 
been received, in which he announced 
a prolonged absence from the coun- 


try. This letter with its disturbing - 


news sent my husband to his knees, 
and as soon as he had the mind of 
the Lord, the decision was an- 
nounced; he must return a_thou- 
sand miles to the East to see this 
friend, before his departure, leav- 
ing me to journey westward alone 
to take the first week’s engagements 
there. As we shall see, much hung 
upon that decision, made in solitude, 
with only the directing, approving 
voice of the Lord making itself heard. 
In the aftermath of many such de> 
cisions, how often have we said ‘to 
each other, ‘““What a tragedy had we 
allowed the natural reluctance and 
disobedience of our hearts to deter 
us from this venture of faith.” 

What happened after this resolu- 
tion was made is but the marvelous 
answer to prayers offered throughout 
the year by many of the Mission’s 
intercessors. At intervals during the 
past year, prayer was requested on 
behalf of the two great Expositions 
to be held simultaneously at Liége 
and Antwerp, from April to October 
of 1930, in commemoration of Bel- 
gium’s Centenary of political inde- 
pendence. It was the opportunity 
presented by these Expositions that 
drove my husband to such importu- 
nate prayer. We have sensed for 
months, yes, years, the possibility of 
a great campaign of evangelization 
at these two centers at this time, and 
have latterly been seeking for means 
to realize this great objective. No 
money could be taken from the gen- 
eral fund, or from that devoted to 
buildings, so we must look to the 
Lord for help elsewhere. This lead- 
ing of my husband was the first 
link in the chain of divine answer. 
As his train bore him eastward, 
while I journeyed westward, the 
tempter gave him some very uncom- 
fortable and agonizing hours. “What 
a changeabout you are, not knowing 
your own mind. What will this 
friend to whom you are going think 
of your action?” and the like. What 
an insulting challenge was that to 
the command of the Lord which had 
been obeyed, and the tempted soul 
could only stay itself upon the word 
of command so clearly given and 
await quietly the outcome. Mean- 
while, the heart of this friend had 
been prepared by the Lord, and after 
my husband’s arrival at his destina- 
tion, in the short interview which 
took place, this man of God was also 
gripped by the vision of the great 
opportunity presented by these Expo- 
sitions, even as we ourselves had 
been, and after prayer together, his 
parting assurance was this, “I will 
send to Belgium direct a check for 
this special object,” and he named the 
sum of $6,500. This truly was a glo- 
rious response to our prayers, but 


as we look farther along the way,, 


the wonder grows.

Over in Belgium at this time, Mr. 
Winston and Mr. Vansteenberghe 
had also been much exercised over 
the : nearness of the Expositions’ 
opening and our lack of preparedness 
for them. Without knowing of any 
special. appropriation toward the 
financing of this venture, they set 
about by faith to look for a suitable 
base of operations at Liege. A com- 
mittee of three was first appointed 
to centralize all information and to 
interview influential men that might 
help to open the doors of the Expo- 
sition grounds to us. Of course, we 
have realized that in a Catholic 
country like Belgium the task would 
be very difficult, and as a matter of 
fact, the efforts of the committee 
failed completely. God had another 
plan and a simpler one. 

On the 25th of February, Mr. 
Vansteenberghe and Mr. Schmid 
went to Liége to make one final ef- 
fort. Before leaving Brussels they 
prayed earnestly for the success of 
their journey. At Liége they soon 
found themselves in the presence of 
the Secretary of the Exposition, who 
told them they might be able to se- 
cure a little stand in the park outside 
the Exposition grounds, but that to 
have a stand in the grounds proper 
they must apply to a certain Mr. 
Stiels, who had charge of the whole 
section devoted to the paper and book 
industry. However, they learned 
that this gentleman was out of town, 
and both our friends felt that to pur- 
sue the matter further was all but 
useless, as it seemed almost unthink- 
able that we should be permitted a 
stand right in the grounds from 
which to distribute Protestant liter- 
ature. However, there was still an- 
other man mentioned who might be 
able to aid with the project, so in 
the afternoon Mr. Vansteenberghe 
went to see him by appointment. 
Wher he explained to this gentle- 
man what we desired, the response 
was so immediate and so remark- 
able, that he felt his own sense of 
hearing must suddenly have gone 
astray. For this is what he heard: 
“Yes, you can have a stand in the 
special building devoted to the book 
and paper industry. I still have two 
stands available. Yes, you can sell 
any books and distribute any litera- 
ture you wish.” Then, to crown Mr. 
Vansteenberghe’s astonishment, he 
added, “I myself have three presses 
in that building, and I wonder if 
you could use one of them upon 
which to print your literature.” 
Quick as lightning came the thought 
to Mr. Vansteenberghe, that we 
could use that press for the printing 
of our Gospels for distribution to 
the visitors to the Exposition, and 
when the subject was broached, the 
man was wholly agreeable. Together 
they worked out the estimate. The 
press could turn out 25,000 Gospels 
a week, 600,000 for the whole time 
of the Exposition, and the cost would 
The renting of 
the stand would be about an addi- 
tional 30,000 francs, making an ap- 
proximate total of 230,000 francs, 
Furthermore, there would be allotted 
to our workers a space close to the 
letter press from which to distribute 
the literature to the people “red- 
hot,” as Mr. Schmid expressed it. 

This was Tuesday. On Thurs- 
day of the same week, Mr. Van- 
steenberghe and Mr. Schmid entered 
the office of Mr. Winston, at head- 
quarters, to tell him the good news. 
They were met with a smile. “And 
here is the money he said, showing 
them a newly arrived letter with 
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Lesson for June 1 


the check enclosed — almost exactly the amount re- 
quired when the check is changed into Belgian francs; 
but, as one of the number remarked, “It would have 
been impossible for the Lord to fail.” 

Not only the “ways” of God are perfect, but his 
“times” also. We have since learned that there re- 
mained only those two stands unoccupied; if they had 
not been secured that very week, we should have 
lost our only chance of admittance to the grounds. 

Also, at Antwerp, we have been able to secure a 
stand from which to sell literature. We are planning 
to issue a special Gospel with attractive cover, bear- 
ing the inscription, “Souvenir of the Centenary of 
Belgium’s Independence.” We hope to enlist our 
young people from the different posts to aid in the 
distribution. 

In the special distribution of literature that we plan 
to make at* this time, apart from Liége, we have had 
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the great joy of welcoming to our number, as pastor 
of the church at Huy, Mr. Leon Chatelain, who with 
his family came to us from Switzerland. 

Our. year’s distribution of Gospel literature is also 
the subject for thanksgiving; it is as follows: 

1,282 Bibles, 
15,882 Testaments, 

250,209 Gospels, Epistles, and Scripture portions, 

883,117 Booklets, cards, tracts, and papers, 
making a total of 1,150,490 pieces of Gospel literature. 

In one two-weeks’ tour with our Gospel car, 54 
meetings were held and over 22,000 pieces of litera- 
ture were sold or given away. 

During 1929 many other prayers were marvelously 
answered, among them prayer for physical restoration 
for some among us who were ill, and prayer for the 
replacing of our Flemish Gospel car, destroyed by fire 
in the fall of 1929. This latter gift, in March of this

substantial pecuniary aid from the Scripture Gift 
Mission, of London, which we hereby gratefully ac- 
knowledge. 

Much space has been given to this most notable 
answer to prayer, so we must enumerate briefly other 
of the great and manifold mercies of the year 1929 
and opening months of 1930.

Crowds taxed our halls to the utmost, 
scores of Hives were transformed, and at Ghent, where 
a more commodious hall had to be secured, the Spirit 
of God moved so mightily at times upon the assembly 
that speakers had to abandon their messages, while the 
Spirit alone dealt with the hearts of the hearers. All 
over the room prayers and sobs were mingled, while 
confession and reconsecration were everywhere audibly 
voiced. 

During 1929, prayer was offered for several build- 
ings urgently needed. he answer came in special 
gifts enabling us to purchase at the posts of Liége, 
Stockay, and Moerbeke. During this year also. we 
had the joy of dedicating four new. halls, namely, at 
Ath, Miecret, Willebroeck, and ‘Huy. We had also 


year, will enable us to replace this very valuable means 
of evangelization. ? 

Prayer was also remarkably answered in our being 
enabled to secure a suitable hall at a reasonable rental 
for the Flemish meeting at Brussels, after we had 
been compelled to leave the old one at the expiration 
of our six years’ lease. 

How blessedly also have we seen seeming defeats 
changed into victory, as at Lokeren, where we lost 
,our beautiful new building by fire! God’s answer to this 

attack of Satan has been evidenced in an increased 
‘interest in the work on the part of outsiders, a de- 
crease of opposition, a spiritual awakening among the 
members, and a doubled attendance at the meetings. 
Now the walls of a new building are going up. The 
members at the different posts subscribed over 15,000 
francs ($450) toward the personal loss suffered by 
our friends, the Ferdinands, in charge of the post. 

In the Mission the giving on the part of the Bel- 
gians themselves has doubled this year, which is cause 
for thanksgiving. From every post, during the year 
1929, have come tidings of conversion and of deepen- 
ing life on the part of Christians. For all these and 
countless other blessings “may Jesus Christ be praised.”

HE Thirteenth Annual Convention of The

The Lesson as a Whole

Foreword 
Life is real, life is earnest, 
And the grave is not its goal;

HE connection between this lesson and the one 

for last week is unusualiy close. The two par- 

ables were spoken on the same occasion and 

apparently within a few minutes of each other. For 
the historical setting therefore see last week’s notes. 


The Practical Aim 
To teach the pupils the fact of personal responsibility. 


Verse by Verse 


Matthew 25: 14.—A man... called his own servants. 
A great deal of the commerce of antiquity was man- 
aged by servants, These were thus often entrusted 
with responsible functions (cf. 24:45). In this case 
they are expected to use their master’s money in 
trade or in cultivation of the soil and to make as 
large an increase as possible. 


Verse 15.—Talents. It is from this parable that the 
Greek word has passed into our modern English in 
the sense of abilities or mental gifts. The Greek 
word is from a root meaning to bear or lift. It is 
used of a pair of scales or of the weights placed in 
the scales. The actual weight itself was probably 
of Babylonian origin. The application of the word 
to mean money arose .from the fact that among prim- 
itive peoples money is weighed rather than counted. 
This is the case in China, for example, even today 
(cf. Gen. 23: 16). 


Verse 16.—Went and traded. The ideas of trade 
and traveling were very closely connected in ancient 
times (cf. Jas. 4:13). Our word emporium comes 
from the Greek verb used here which is translated 
“went.” Contrast therefore this “went” with the “went 
away” in verse 18. 


Verse 19.—After a long time. Another hint that 
the Second Advent would be long deferred. Maketh 
a reckoning. The phrase used may have been a busi- 
ness expression familiar to Matthew the publican. 

Verse 24.—Came and said. The slave anticipates 
his lord’s condemnation. Conscience warned him of 
the judgment that he had incurred. Thou art a hard 
man. The excuse was false, but the lord took the 
slave at his own word. So in verse 26 the lord does 
not argue as to whether the slave’s idea of him is 
right or wrong. He judges him upon his own state- 
ment. Even a low conception of the divine nature 
brings some responsibility. 

Verse 27—My money. It was not the servant’s 
money. By creation as well as by redemption every 
person on this earth belongs to God. Nor can we 
really call anything that we have our own. For at 
death, if not before, we must needs surrender it again. 
To the bankers. In Jerusalem these bankers sat at 
tables in the outer courts of the Temple (cf. 21: 12). 
In parts of China today the banker sits at a table in 
a little hut by the wayside. And there those who pass 
by may exchange their money for the local currency. 

Interest. Very high rates of interest prevailed in 
the ancient world. In the time of Khammurabi (Gen. 
13) twenty percent was an ordinary rate. In Athens 
during the classical period the rate varied from twenty 
to twelve percent. About the beginning of the Chris- 
tian era the accumulation of capital caused a decline 
from these high rates so far as the city of Rome was 
concerned. But high rates still prevailed in the Prov- 
inces. The high rates naturally resulted, on many 
occasions, in the debtor’s being unable to meet his 
obligations. Failure to do so might, according to 


law, result in his being sold into slavery (cf. Matt.’ 


18:25). These circumstances brought the whole sys- 
tem of loans and interest into odium. The Israelite 
was forbidden to lend money upon usury to his brother 
(Deut. 23:20). In the case supposed in the parable, 


the very least the slave could have done was to place’ 


his master’s money on deposit at interest. To make 
money in this way would have required no personal 
exertion. 

Verse 28.—Take ye away therefore the talent. The 
lesson cohveyed by this verse is true even in worldly 
matters. Talents not used pass away from their pos- 
sessor. Talents employed develop by use. It is a 
law of nature that atrophy follows upon disuse. Mus- 
cles that are not exercised grow weak and flabby. 
The man who will not walk loses the power to walk.

Talents 
By Amos R. Wells 


HIS minute is my talent, and this hour. May 

I not trade therewith in grace and power? 
May I not buy, with golden weights of time, the 
deed triumphant and the thought sublime? The 
world’s my marketplace, the friends I meet, the 
home, the shop, the church, the common street; 
in all familiar doings of the day, men’s talents I 
receive, my talents pay. God is my Banker! God 
shall guide the plan wherewith I make my profit of 
each man, and give him his. God’s gains are 
manifold, and he will turn each minute into gold. 
No bulls and bears, no stocks to rise and fall, but 
sure and steady progress in it all, each morning 
richer, and each day’s decline, discovery of a more 
abundant mine. How shall I bury talents in the 
ground, with this inviting profit all around? How 
shall I be dishonorably poor, with such enrichment 
waiting at the door? Now praise to God, and 
everlasting praise, for all this golden shower of 
nights and day; and heap, O God, the rising talents 
high, until they fill the earth and touch the sky! 














Golden Topics 


1. The talents—These represent any gift or endow- 
ment that God has given to his people and which 
they are responsible to use for him. We may think 
of such things as 

(1) Health. 

(2) Education. 

(3) Relationships, 

(4) Money. 

(5) Leisure. 

These are not the same in every case. Contrast 
the pounds in Luke 19. There the endowment is the 
same for each, and therefore represents that which all 
Christians have in common. Here, on the contrary, 
is a recognition of the fact that in his love and wis- 
dom God has given different gifts to each of his 
servants. Or again, we may think not of what we 
call natural gifts but of those spiritual graces such 
as are enumerated in Romans 12: 6-8. 


2. The reckoning day.—This seems to be identical 
with the judgment seat of Christ (2 Cor. 5:10). 


3. The rewards—In this parable the difference be- 
tween the rewards is not stressed. This again con- 
trasts with the Parable of the Pounds, where the 
rewards are strictly proportionate to the results 
achieved. Here we have gifts different; the rewards 
are the same. There we have the gift the same, the 
rewards different. So that we may say that here the 
one great lesson is that there is a sure reward for 
fidelity in the use of whatever talents the Lord has 
given his people. You may have very few talents. If 
you are faithful in the use of what you have the 
Lord will give you the same reward as he will for 
faithful use of many talents. 

4. The classes of servants—There are three such 
teferred to: 

(1) The man with many talents who is faithful in 
the use of them. ‘He is one of the leaders in Christ’s 
army. 

(2) The man with few talents who is faithful in the 
use of them. 

(3) The man with one talent who is unfaithful. 

The first two receive rewards. The third was not 
only not rewarded, but was cast out from the king- 
dom. This judgment is more severe than that sug- 
gested in Luke 19: 24. 


5. The test of character involved—Every gift has a 
responsibility. The five-talent man was a leader, a 
man of outstanding capacity. It is in-some ways easier 
for such a one to make good use of his gifts than it 
is for smaller men. In the church he naturally comes 
to the front. Other people expect him to shine, and 
he responds to the pressure of Christian public opin- 
ion. The two-talent man represents the great army 
of the mediocre. And there is a real temptation to us 
who are like him to think that it does not matter 
whether we use our gifts or not. Others think little 
of us and we think little of ourselves. Fidelity here 
is in some ways an even bigger and finer thing than 
it is for the man who cannot help knowing that he is 
a leader. 


6. The nature of the reward—Work faithfully done 
brings more work. “Ruler over many things.” That 
is our Lord’s idea of rewarding his servants. Not 
idleness but increased usefulness and opportunity (cf. 
Rev. 22:3). To be a ruler in the kingdom of Heaven 
necessarily implies that you have been trained for the 
post. Perhaps, dear Christian, this is part at least 
of the explanation of the experiences through which 
the Lord is calling you to pass now. You are being 
trained for the civil service of the kingdom of Heaven. 
We only wisely entrust great power into hands that 
have been proved worthy to exercise it. You are to 
be “kings and priests unto God” (Rev. 1:6). That 
kingship means that you must have entered in some 
degree at least into the spirit of the Suzerain, and he 
was crucified.

The Busy Men’s Corner

The One Talent Folks.—According to his several 
ability (v. 15). Never forget this phrase. “Accord- 
ing to ability’ does a man receive, and “according to 
ability” a man is expected to give out. A man was 
making a demand upon a Chinaman rather strenuously. 
“No habbie, how can?” said John logically. And that 
settled it. Every now and then we run across an 
employer or director in despair of some one in the 
organization. “What’s the trouble?” we ask. “No- 
body home,” replies the man as he taps his head. We 
hear it stated something like this: “Brown is a nice 
enough fellow, ‘means well, but he has no_ head.” 
Brown has his talent buried in a hole and is most 
decidedly not in the joy of his lord. I am one of 
those who believe God has given to every normal man 
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and. woman at least one talent. Some have more. A 
few have many. It is your job to discover the one 
talent. Lots have the talent hid. I can tell many 
stories, but today I met a big truck loaded with fried 
potatoes, so I'll tell this one. In New York City there 
is a society of prominent women to help needy women. 
Their work is to help such women help themselves. 
They believe every normal woman has at least one 
talent. The object is to find it. One day a poor 
widow with children, hearing of the society, applied 
for help. “I have tried everything to get along, but 
I simply cannot,” she said. ‘What one thing can you 
do best?” she was asked. “Alas,” she replied, “there 
is nothing in which I excel. I am just a common, 
ordinary, plain body with no talent I know of.” They 
told her she must have one, and the society could not 
help her until she discovered it. As she was going 
out the door, after having sat and thought a long while, 
she turned and said with a blush, “My friends used 
to say I made the best fried potatoes they ever got.” 
“That’s it,” cried the ladies, “we'll send you some 
potatoes, fry them and bring them here.” After a 
while the poor woman returned with a great basket 
of what is now known as Saratoga Potatoes, and 
which were delicious. The ladies sent out samples 
to the New York ladies, advising, “We have a woman 
who makes these potatc «, and we would like to have 
your orders.” The orders came in a flood, and I was 
told the woman made a fortune in her factory that 
grew out of the business. What is your talent? Get 
it out of its hole and put it to work. 


Entering into Joy.—Well done, good and faithful 
servant: ... enter thou into the joy of thy lord (v. 23). 
There is always a tingle of pleasure when we learn of 
some one who has made good use of what ability God 
has given and multiplied it. These enter into our joy. 
We like to read about them and subscribe to the 
American Magazine at the million rate. That story 
of the fried potato woman is one I always love to tell. 
‘Also the story of my friend Mrs. Snyder of Chicago 
(you Westerners all know Mrs. Snyder’s candies), 
who used her one talent of home candy making and a 
lone cup or two of sugar to build up a candy business 
across the street from Marshall Field’s, and employing, 
so she told me, over four hundred men and women. 
I have told of her before in this Corner. There are 
few joys to equal the joy that comes with success in 
any line of endeavor. Especially the building up of 
the one talent. Watch the musician, for example. 
He often forgets where he is. Mr. Edison, with his 
one talent of invention, forgets to eat and go to bed 
in the joy of his multiplication. The ten and five 
talent folks have nothing on the one talent individual. 
Suppose Edison were a silversmith, sculptor, painter, 
poet, musician, and all else like Benvenuto Cellini, and 
you will get what I mean. The more a man has, the 
more the responsibility to take care of the talents. 
Our potato woman with her “spuds” and lard and 
stove, and our friend the candy woman with her sugar 
and milk and stove, had the better business because 
they could carry it around in— what shall I say? — 
if men, I would use the usual expression for business 
well in hand: “Carries it in his vest pocket!” Well, 
let us say, “Carries it in her hand bag.” Indeed most 
of us.are One Talenters. And when you think of it, 
this happens to be the day of the one talent man or 
woman. Specialists. So let us say again, Dig up 
the one talent, ask God’s blessing on it, and so handle 
that you can enter into the joy of your Lord.

THE PRINCIPLE OF COMPARISON. 
—Train pupils to make comparisons 
and thus detect significant likenesses 
and differences. 














HE title of the lesson, as well as 

the content of it, seems to point un- 
mistakably to the teaching principle that 
should engage us,in the teaching of the 
lesson. The Lord has set before us three 
different individuals in circumstances very 
similer, and yet different enough to fur- 
nish possibility for results that differ; 
and he has given us in the parable the 
basis for a comparative study of condi- 
tions and results. To each of the three 
servants there was delivered a portion of 
the goods of the master who was about 
to go on a far journey, but the amount 
in each case was proportioned to the 
servant’s ability. In each case it is clear 
from the result that the master expected 
that the servant would use utmost dili- 
gence to improve his talent, and in each 
case, independent of the amount involved, 
it was his intention to reward a faithful 
use of the intrusted wealth. 

The first two servants are alike, not in 
the amount of the original capital, but in 
the degree of faithfulness in the use of 
it;-and the words of commendation are 
equally hearty and the promise of future 
reward equally certain. The third serv- 


ant differs from the other two, not only |. 


in the amount of original capital, but in 
the faithfulness with which he employed 
it. He did not squander it, he preserved 
it intact, but he failed to improve it; and 
therefore instead of the strong commenda- 
tion that came to the others his was the 
lot to receive, not only a severe rebuke, 
but as well punishment for his sad failure. 
If he felt that the smallness of his trust 
excused unfaithfulness, it is to be noted 
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that the second servant might have had 
reason to think the same, but instead, he 
made the best of what he had. The 
third servant, in addition to unfaithfulness, 
made the sad mistake of endeavoring to 
place the blame for it upon the master 
himself.

For Primary Teachers

EAD Matthew 25: 14-46. We have 

another lesson from the talk the 
Lord Jesus had with his friends that 
evening on the Mount of Olives. Last 
week he taught us the importance 
of watchfulness, or being ready. This 
week he teaches us about faithfulness, or 
doing our best. 

The Lord told his disciples a kingdom 
story of a man who went on a journey 
to a far-off country, and left his busi- 
ness in the hands of three servants. To 
one of these servants he gave five talents, 
to another he gave two, and to a third 
he gave one talent. This man knew these 
servants well. He understood just how 
much money each one could handle, and 
he gave them this money to invest for 
him, so that his business would still 
be going on while he was away. And 
so as soon as.he had made these ar- 
rangements, he went on his journey, 
counting on these servants to be honest 
and faithful. 

Perhaps the children can tell what 
the servants did with the talents, and 
what their master said to each one when 
he came home. If they do not know the 
story, tell it to them in simple language, 
and try to help them think how these 
servants felt while the master was away. 
The ones who were busy attending to 
his business were happy, and wanted to 
see him coming home. But the servant 
who buried his talent was not really 


happy, and dreaded to see his master . 


come back. 

Explain that the word talent as used 
in the lessor means a sum of money, per- 
haps a thousand dollars. But in the 
service of our King, a talent means any- 
thing he gives us to use for him. It may 
be a beautiful voice or the power to 
speak well. But a kingdom talent is not 
always a gift that causes people to admire 
us. Some very plain people, because they 
love God and their neighbor, serve so 
faithfully and do so much good that we 
feel sure they must be real five-talent 
servants as God sees them. 

Perhaps the teacher can think of some 
person who has served in this way. Mary 
Slessor was a plain little factory girl 
in Scotland, but she had Christ’s love in 
her heart, and a great talent for service. 
When she grew up she became a mis- 
sionary to Africa, and spent her life 
helping the Africans and telling them 
about the Saviour. The people lovingly 
called her the “White Ma,” and when 
she died the sad news was passed around: 
“Everybody’s Ma is dead.” 

There were many other little girls in 
Scotland who loved the Lord just as 
truly as Mary Slessor, and served faith- 
fully. But they could not do what she 
did, because they did not have her great 
talent for service. Perhaps these are 
the servants with two talents, or with 
one talent. Perhaps nearly all of us are 
two-talent or one-talent servants, but if 
we are truly faithful and do our best the 
Lord will say to us just what he said to 
the five-talent servant, “Well done, thou 
good and faithful servant: thou hast been 
faithful over a few things, I will make 
thee ruler over many things: enter thou 
into the joy of thy lord.” 

Do not let the children get the idea 
that we are saved by what we do. We 
are saved by believing on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and when we are saved we should 
love to serve the One who died to save 
us. We should take warning from the 
servant who buried his talent and lost so 
much. Let us ask the Lord to teach us 
what our talents are, and to help us to 
use them faithfully for him. 

The Master closed his talk to his 
friends by showing them a wonderful 
kingdom picture. It was a picture of the 
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Lesson for June 1 


Lord himself on his glorious throne, judg- 
ing the nations, separating them one from 
another, as a shepherd separates his sheep 
from the goats. Remind the class that the 
Good Shepherd knows all who are his, 
and will not let a single sheep suffer with 
the goats.-

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: “Buried!” : 
Discussion: Let the fellows name some 
of the things they have (or which the 
ordinary fellow has) which they might 
make the mistake of despising, or fail- 
ing to use. 

Objective: Don’t dig to hide, but dig 
to cultivate. 











AY, fellows, suppose you were a guest 

at a Rotary Club luncheon, and as 
adjournment was about to be had, the 
president arose and announced that you 
were now to be taken out and buried. 
Would it startle you? I was startled, 
for that is just what happened to me a 
few days ago. It was at Luray, Va, 
where are the famous Luray Caverns, 
and my “burial” was to be a descent into 
the marvelously beautiful labyrinths of 
those subterranean chambers, 260 feet 
below the earth’s surface. After a trip 
of several miles through crystalline sta- 
lactites and stalagmites, interesting and 
beautiful as it was, I was quite ready to 
come up into the sunlight again. Caverns, 
with their jeweled grottoes and miniature 
mirror lakes, are fine for a visit; but 
not to stay in. 

When the man buried his talent he 
buried himself. He covered himself deep 
under his pride or his laziness, far from 
the life-giving and growth-producing sun- 
shine. He had no higher ambition than 
to preserve the talent as it was, but he 
lost it altogether. And he would have 
been lucky to get off with that; but he 
suffered the penalty visited upon an un- 
profitable servant—and there were 
“weeping and gnashing of teeth.” 

Be it little or much, fellows, whatever 
the Lord gives us to work with, he ex- 
pects increase. Whatever he entrusts in 
our hands has within it the principle of 
growth and he, the Lord himself, is the 
sunshine and the moisture. That fellow 
with the “one talent” had an idea that by 
burying it and returning it whole, he 
could cut himself loose from it and from 
all responsibility connected with it; but 
that is where he made his fatal mistake. 
A fellow is “joined hard” to whatever his 
Lord has given him to work with, be it 
little or much, and whatever he does with 
it, he also does to himself. If he buries 
it, he buries himself; if he works with it 
and makes it grow, he himself grows with 
it. No fellow can separate himself from 
the fate of his talent. 

But the Lord can; and when the Lord 
does the separating, the talent goes up, 
while the shirker goes down. In the 
parable our Lord told, when the separa- 
tion took place, the one talent was placed 
in the hand of progress, while the poor 
fellow went out where there were wailing 
and gnashing of teeth — whatever that is. 
It does not sound very good, does it? 

I know a boy who, because he disliked 
one of his teachers, quit school and ran 
away. He went to work, but he did not 
rise. Too-late, he learned that in throw- 
ing down his chance to get an education 
he had disqualified himself for the pro- 
motions he coveted. He had in a very 
real sense buried his talent. His boy 
chum, who shared with him his hearty 
scorn of that same teacher, set his face 
to the task, grinned and bore it. The 
chum’s steady advancement in later years 
to a high position did not sweeten the 
reflections of the “chump.” There was 
gnashing of teeth, instead —if not wail- 
ing. 

I know a man who had a talent for 
teaching and leading other men into the 
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high, fine things of true Christian living. 
For several years he worked at it and 
many predicted that he would become a 
great leader in the church—in fact, he 
had already come to be a local leader. 
But the lure of a big business career and 
the making of a big fortune served to 
draw him away from his church activities 
and to bury that talent of personal mag- 
neti$m and influence in the stress and 
struggle of long business hours. His 
health broke under the strain, and, unable 
to handle his large investments, his for- 
tune was lost. Now, broken in health 
and in sore ‘mental distress, he is cast, 
useless, aside. There are weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

So, fellows, let’s take a look in our 
hands. What have we to work with? 
Whatever it is, it must be worked, if we 
would get the growth and the satisfac- 
tion of it. It does not matter whether it 
be little or much; the thing that matters 
is what we do with it. What a fellow does 
with that he has right now is either quali- 
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fying him for a bigger thing or disquali- 
fying him so that he goes to the Weep 
and Gnash pile.

Talents for service —service for him 
who has so gifted her, and service for 
others ought to determine how a girl uses 
every one of her girlhood graces. T’e 
wrong or the right of nearly everything, 
the Christian way out of nearly every 
temptation, may be found by applying this 
test: Is this such a use of my talent 
as Christ would commend in a good 
steward? Even if I am sure that this 
particular way of “trading” with my tal- 
ents would do me no harm, can I say 
that it will do others good, and honor 
Christ? Note that in the Lord Jesus’ 
parable each of the servants rendered 
account to their lord for what they had 
done with every talent he had put in their 
possession. That point is unmistakably 
plain, here and elsewhere in t'e Bible. 
They were not their own in fee simpie, 
but a trust over which these servants 
exercised a free-will stewardship during 
a definite period of time. 


(3) When this stewardship account is 
completed, there is a rich reward for the 
good steward. That reward is not based 
on the number of talents, or their quality, 
or the brilliance of. the steward’s plan for 
“trading” with them, but only on one thing 
— his faithfulness in his stewardship. And 
faithfulness is altogether a matter within 
the choice and will of every individual. 
Every girl may be a faithful steward, if 
she will, and so hear that blessed, “Well 
done, . . . enter thou into the joy of thy 
lord,” when her earthly stewardship is 
done.

MAN was standing in a telephone 

booth trying to converse with a 
friend. He kept saying: “I can’t hear, 
I can’t hear.” 

Finally the man on the other end of 
the line said sharply, “If you'll shut the 
door you can hear.” 

The door of the booth was indeed open, 
and the man on the other end of the line 
could hear not only his friend’s voice but 
the din of noises from the street and 
shop. 

Is is not possible that in these crowded 
days we forget to shut the door to cer- 
tain things in our lives? Then we won- 
der why it is that we have so little zeal 
and enthusiasm for carrying on God’s 
work. “ 


The business world does not close down 
through the warm weather. In fact, many 
find that keeping busy is a genuine re- 
lief in hot and oppressive weather and 
takes one’s mind from the heat. 

The heat does not seem to hinder our 
enthusiasm for tennis or baseball.. No 
matter how hot or uncomfortable the day, 
we can always endure when it comes to 
taking a trip to the seashore, or to the 
country. 

Why should we be less conscientious 
about’ the Lord’s work and be willing 
to accept the least discomfort as a good 
excuse to stay away ftom his house? 
Is not the real secret the fact that, in- 
stead of resolutely shutting the door of 
our hearts to many tempting attractions 
that would draw us away from him, we 
let the door stand open wide and so can- 
not hear his loving voice calling to us 
and telling us his will, because his voice 
is drowned in the din of the things of 
the world?

_ To be sure we must face the fact that 
in summer our attendance may drop 
slightly because of those who are away 
on vacations. But after all, when we 
think it through, there are not many in 
any society who are away for the whole 
summer. If all make it a point to be 
present every Sunday when not on vaca- 
tion there is no reason why our meetings 
cannot be helpful, interesting, and attrac- 
tive. The lack of numbers is no excuse 
for lack of interest or a slump in power. 

Why not begin to plan now for your 
summer meetings, and before warm 
weather sets in, dispose of that threadbare 
excuse, “Oh, it was too hot to plan any- 
thing’? A wide-awake society should 
have its meetings planned before the mid- 
dle of June for the entire summer. It is 
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Sometimes they will have to be changed, 
but at least a great deal of the planning 
work can be done in advance. The very 
fact that the meetings are planned ahead 
will lend interest and responsibility to 
those who are to take part. 

If your church has a lawn or there is 
a vacant lot available, why not plan te 
hold your meetings there? One Chris- 
tian Endeavor Society secured the use 
of a large tent and held their meetings 
out of doors, even in bad weather. There 
is no better time than the summer time 
for evangelistic work and perhaps some 
may be reached through just such out- 
door meetings in your community that 
would never enter your church.

Let us remember through all of this 
planning that enthusiasm and zeal are 
contagious. We all know how discourag- 
ing a “wet blanket” sort of person can 
be. Do you suppose it would make any 
difference in your summer meetings if 
every one in your society enthusiastically 
talked about it to others, and came and 
took part with genuine zeal? Try it with 
just a little group and see how quickly 
the spirit will spread. We have a real 
responsibility in this direction for our 
Scripture lesson urges us to “provoke 
unto love and good works,” and to “ex- 
hort one another.” 


Then, let us remember that both in the 
planning and in the carrying out of the 
plans it is important to keep the door 
shut during our quiet time each day. 
Summer time, with its opportunities for 
recreation, with its absences from home, 
may be a tragic time of broken fellow- 
ship with God unless we set our faces 
as a flint to shut. out everything that 
would hinder and deprive us of this vital 
link with our Lord and Master. 

Even if we cannot be present at the 
meeting, we may have a definite share in 
prayer wherever we are. Would it mean 
anything, do you suppose, to your meet- 
ings throughout the summer if every 
member of your society, whether present 
or absent, were to remember the meet- 
ing in prayer each day in his quiet time? 
What could God not do through such a 
praying group of young people? He is 
still waiting to prove the wonders of his 
power and grace to some group who will 
be willing to give him just such an op- 
portunity. Will it be your group?

Espe- 
cially is this being done by those who 
realize that there is supernatural power 
in the very Word of God to reach and 
transform lives. Often the arrow of con- 
viction is winged by means of a single 
text of Scripture that startles and im- 
presses because of the very unexpected- 
ness with which it comes. 

A plan that is finding favor is that 
of using metal signs which are put up 
along public highways. Some very at- 
tractive signs are prepared by the Scrip- 
ture Text Display Company, 5907 Gid- 
dings Street, Chicago. These are of soft 
enamel and varnished, painted on gaivan- 
ized metal. The background is of glossy 
black, and the text stands out in clear, 
large, block lettering of vivid yellow. At 
the top is given in slightly smaller type 
the Scripture reference. The texts pre- 
pared in this way are the following: 
“By grace are ye saved through faith,” 
“After death the judgment,” “The gift 
of God is eternal life,” “Christ died for 
the ungodly,” and “Only Jesus: saves.” 

In 1926 there were 4,500 of these signs 
put up in and about Chicago alone. Since 
April, 1929, 1,140 have been placed in 
twenty-eight different States. They are 
eight by ten inches and sold practically 
at cost, 25 cents each, or five for one

Making the Church Comfortable 


OWN went the man’s head on his 

chest.: He had been nodding for 
some minutes, blinking his heavy eye- 
lids, and doing his best to keep them 
open, for he was really interested in 
what the minister was saying. But he 
could not keep awake and now for thirty 
seconds he just gave up. An extra 
long pause in the sermon aroused him. 
He looked furtively around to see whether 
anyone had noticed him, and sat bolt up- 
right for the next ten minutes. Then 
his eyelids took on weight again; the 
well-filled pews, the organ, and the pul- 
pit piled themselves into a troublesome 
kaleidoscope, in which were glimpses of 
an office desk set in a suburban garden; 
and he was off again. 


Two words explain his trouble. It 


was a brisk, late fall Sunday morning, 
and he had not been up too late the 
night before. Others in the congrega- 
tion were annoyed by the same thing. 
What was it?—Bad ventilation. The 
furnace fires were going now, and the 
windows, as they were constructed and 
placed, could not be kept open because 
of the drafts. The kind of heating had 
something to do with it, too, for this 
was an old church, and the heating plant 
had been installed years before. 

There are many concerns supplying 
heating and ventilating equipment whose 
engineers will gladly consult with church 
architects and building committees to 
remedy such defects. Hot-air plants can 
be replaced by steam or hot water, and 
coal furnaces by oil burners. Windows 
can be altered to allow the right ventil- 
ation. If a church has the opportunity to
